Claiming a historic triumph that 
could define his presidency, a jubi- 
lant President Obama signed a 
nearly $1 trillion health care over- 
haul Tuesday that will for the first 
time cement insurance coverage as 
the right of every U.S. citizen. 

After more than a year of hyper- 
partisan struggle, Obama declared 
“a new season in America” as he 
sealed a victory denied to a line of 
presidents stretching back more 
than half a century. Democratic 
lawmakers cheered him on, giving 
the White House signing ceremo- 
ny a rally-like atmosphere as they 
shouted and snapped photos. 

Aside from the huge changes 
in store for many Americans, the 
White House hopes the victory will 
revitalize an Obama presidency 
that has been all but preoccupied 
with health care for his first year 
and three months in office. 

The reshaping of one-sixth of 
the U.S. economy, to be phased in 
over several years, ranks among 
the biggest changes ever devised 
by Washington. Indeed, that was a 
main complaint from Republicans 


who characterize the measure as a 
costly, wrongheaded government 
power grab. 

Democrats, led by Obama, cel- 
ebrated a “new wind at our backs” 


from an achievement accomplished 
after more than a year of high ten- 
sion and deep division. 

“Our presence here today is 
remarkable and improbable,” 


Obama said, his grin wider than 
any in recent memory. “It’s been 
easy at times to doubt our ability 
to do such a big thing, such a com- 
plicated thing.” 

At a second celebration later in 
the day, he said, “After a century 
of striving, after a year of debate, 
after a historic vote, health care 
reform is no longer an unmet 
promise. It is the law of the land.”

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Bailout Pay Limits Are Imposed 


Salaries capped for 
execs at companies 
still receiving aid 

Washington 

The Obama administration’s pay 
czar said Tuesday that the top 25 
earners at five companies still 
receiving extraordinary aid from 
the government’s bailout fund will 
be paid an average of 15 percent 
less in 2010 than in 2009 under 
his restrictions. 

The companies include trou- 
bled automakers General Motors 
Co. and Chrysler Group LLC, and 
insurance giant American Inter- 
national Group.

Pay czar Kenneth Feinberg 
also said he is asking 419 compa- 
nies that received bailout money 
to provide details of compensation 


they received at the height of the 
financial crisis at the end of 2008 
and in early 2009. 

Feinberg’s announcement was 
the administration’s latest effort to 
deal with public outrage over bonus 
payments provided to executives 
at companies receiving billions of 
dollars in taxpayer support. 

Detailing the 2010 pay rules, 
Feinberg said cash salaries would 
be capped at $500,000 for 82 per- 
cent of the top 25 executives at 
the five firms. These executives 
would have to receive any fur- 
ther compensation in stock. Fein- 
berg is seeking to link the exec- 
utives’ decisions more closely to 
the success of their companies.

Miss, school nixed 
prom after lesbian 
asked to bring a girl 


Jackson, Miss. 

A Mississippi school district vio- 
lated a lesbian student’s rights by 
banning her from bringing her 
girlfriend to the prom, a federal 
judge ruled Tuesday, but he stopped 
short of forcing the district to hold 
the event. 

U.S. District Judge Glen H. 
Davidson denied an American 
Civil Liberties Union request for a 
preliminary injunction that would 


have forced the Itawamba Coun- 
ty school district to sponsor the 
April 2 prom and allow Constance 
McMillen to escort her girlfriend 
and wear a tuxedo. 

Davidson did say he will hold a 
trial on the issue later, but he did 
not set a date and any ruling would 
likely come too late to force the dis- 
trict to hold the prom when it was 
originally scheduled. 

Davidson’s order says the dis- 
trict violated McMillen’s constitu- 
tional rights by denying her request 
to bring her girlfriend and wear a 
tuxedo, and ACLU Mississippi legal 
director Kristy Bennett called that 
a victory.

McMillen first approached 
school officials about bringing 
her girlfriend in December and 
again in February. Same-sex prom 
dates had been banned in the past, 
but she had hoped school officials 
would grant her request. 

“I wanted to let them know 
how it made me feel. I felt like I 
couldn’t go to the prom,” McMil- 
len testified. 

District officials said they felt 
not hosting the prom was the best 
decision “after taking into consid- 
eration the education, safety and 
well-being of our students.” Super- 
intendent Teresa McNeece called it 
“a no-win situation.” (ap) 
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The Federal Reserve issued 
new rules on Tuesday to protect 
Americans from being stung by 
unexpected fees or restrictions 
on gift cards. Under the rules, con- 
sumers must have at least five 
years to use the gift cards before 
they expire. The Fed also says 
service or inactivity fees can be 
imposed only under certain con- 
ditions. The rules take effect on

Beijing Counters Google’s Move 



China censors some 
search results found 
via Hong Kong site 

Beijing 

China began blocking results for 
sensitive searches on Google’s 
Hong Kong-based Web site Tues- 
day, after the Internet search giant 
said it would redirect users from 
the mainland to the Hong Kong 
site in an effort to avoid Chinese 
censorship. 

Searches on Google.com.hk for 
subjects such as the banned spir- 
itual sect Falun Gong or Tianan- 
men 64 — shorthand for the 
June 4, 1989, crackdown on stu- 
dent-led protests in Beijing — pro- 
duced a blank screen or an error 
message on a computer in Beijing, 
the Chinese capital. Early in the 
morning, results were generated, 
but the links were blocked. 

Other signs were mounting 
that China was intent on punish- 
ing the Internet giant for its bold 
but risky decision to publicly con- 
front China’s policy of limiting the 
free flow of information. 

A Hong Kong company called 
TOM Online announced it had 
stopped using Google’s search mech- 
anism. And two state-owned mobile 


Separate, Unequal 

Google’s decision to send main- 
land Chinese to Google.com.hk could 
reveal to mainland Chinese that the 
government has effectively operated 
a parallel set of unequal Internet 
universes. Mainland Chinese have 
been prevented from seeing vast 
segments of cyberspace while Hong 
Kong citizens — beneficiaries of Bei- 
jing’s “one country, two systems" pol- 
icy— have unfiltered access, (twp) 


phone companies — China Mobile, 
with 500 million users, and China 
Unicom, China’s second-biggest — 
were also believed to be rethinking 
their contracts with Google. 

Google said Monday that it 
would stop censoring search results 
on its site in China, after two months 
of negotiations with Chinese author- 
ities to determine whether Google 
could legally operate an unfiltered 
search engine in China. 

The move drew an angry 
response in Beijing, where an un- 


named official said that China had 
been patient with Google but that 
Google had nonetheless “violated its 
written promise” to censor search 
results, according to the state-run 
New China News Service. 

“We’re uncompromisingly 
opposed to the politicization of com- 
mercial issues and express our dis- 
content and indignation to Google 
for its unreasonable accusations,” 
said the official, a spokesman for 
the office of the State Council, Chi- 
na’s cabinet, (the Washington post) 


U.S. Pledges to Support Mexico’s 


Mexico City 

A cast of senior U.S. security offi- 
cials pledged long-term support for 
Mexico’s drug war while acknowl- 
edging Tuesday that an insatiable 
U.S. appetite for illegal narcotics is 
at the core of the problem. 

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton, who led the U.S. del- 
egation, told the meeting that the 
drug cartels responsible for increas- 
ing violence in the border region 
are fighting not just Mexican mil- 
itary and law enforcement forces 
but also the United States. 


“There is no question that they 
are fighting against both of our 
governments,” she said, accord- 
ing to a copy of her closed-door 
remarks. “Tragically, that fact was 
underscored on March 13th,” with 
the murders of two Americans and 
a Mexican affiliated with the U.S. 
consulate in Ciudad Juarez, Clin- 
ton said. 

Clinton pledged U.S. efforts 
with Mexico and at home to reduce 
demand for drugs in the United 
States, and the flow of guns and 
drug proceeds to Mexico. 

To send a message that the U.S.

Officials link Israel 
to forged passports 
in Hamas killing plot 


London 

Britain took the extraordinary step 
Tuesday of expelling an Israeli dip- 
lomat for the first time in more 
than 20 years, after concluding 
there was compelling evidence that 
Israel was responsible for the use 
of forged British passports in the 
plot to slay a senior Hamas oper- 
ative in Dubai. 

British Foreign Secretary David 
Miliband said trust between the 
two countries had been badly dent- 
ed, demanded formal assurances 
it never happen again and — in an 
unusual step — warned U.K. citi- 
zens their identity details may be 
at risk if they visit Israel. 

Miliband told the House of 
Commons that the expelled diplo- 
mat, who has not been named, was 
removed after an investigation into 
the use of 12 fake U.K. passports in 
the Jan 20. slaying in Dubai. 


“We have concluded that there 
are compelling reasons to believe 
that Israel was responsible for the 
misuse of the British passports,” 
Miliband said.

Shark Protections Are Defeated 


Japan, China oppose 
proposal to regulate 
trade of two species 

Doha, Qatar 

Japan and China on Tuesday torpe- 
doed proposals to protect hammer- 
head and oceanic whitetip sharks 
— heavily sought for their prized 
fins — in the latest victory of fish- 
ing interests over global conserva- 
tion efforts. 

The defeat of the U.S.-backed 
measures was part of an aggressive 
campaign by the Asian nations to 
oppose all marine proposals at the 
175-nation Convention on Interna- 
tional Trade in Endangered Species. 
In recent days, they also defeated 
an export ban on Atlantic bluefin 
tuna, a proposal to regulate the 
coral trade and a separate shark 
conservation plan. 

Critics accused the countries

of putting business and politics 
ahead of efforts to protect the 
sharks, which are often fished only 
for their fins, with their carcass- 
es discarded. 

The issue has taken on more 
urgency due to an increasing 
demand for shark fin soup as 
more Chinese families become 
wealthier. The soup has long 
played a part in traditional Chi- 
nese culture. 

China, Indonesia and other 


nations that benefit from the trade 
in shark fins joined the Japan-led 
opposition to the proposals argu- 
ing that trade restrictions would 
be difficult to apply. The proposals 
would have for the first time regu- 
lated the trade.

Fired Up, Ready To Vote 

Tea Party activists insist Democrats will pay for passing health care reform 


Tallahassee, Fla. 

If you thought Tea Party activists 
were mad before, you ain’t seen 
nothing yet. 

Instead of being discouraged by 
the passage of health care reform, 
Tea Party activists across the coun- 
try say the defeat is a rallying cry 
that makes them more focused than 
ever on voting out any lawmaker 
who supported the measure. 

“We’re not going to stop. Obvi- 
ously, the whole Tea Party move- 
ment started because we’re about 
smaller government and less spend- 
ing and less taxes. There is abso- 
lutely no way we can pay for this,” 
said Denise Cattoni, state coordina- 
tor for the Illinois Tea Party. 

Cattoni says the health care 
defeat won’t deflate activists. “We 
couldn’t stop it because of the she- 
nanigans that went on in Wash- 
ington,” Cattoni said. “People are 
definitely more driven today than 
they were yesterday.” 

Within hours of the health care 
bill’s passage, conservative com- 
mentators Glenn Beck and Rush 
Limbaugh — darlings of the Tea 
Party movement — were venting 
their anger, vowing a bloodbath at 
the polls on Election Day. 

“We need to defeat these bas- 
tards. We need to wipe them out,” 
Limbaugh said. “We need to chase 
them out of town.” 

Tea Party activists said they do 
not see passage of the reforms that 
usher in near-universal medical 
coverage as the end of the debate. 
Instead, they’re looking to push for 
its repeal in the courts and during 
this year’s elections.

Legal Challenges 

Attorneys general from 13 states sued 
the federalgovernmentTuesday, claim- 
ing the landmark health care overhaul is 
unconstitutionaljustseven minutes after 
President Obama signed it into law. “The 
Constitution nowhere authorizes the Unit- 
ed States to mandate ... that all citizens and 
legal residents have qualifying health care 
coverage," the lawsuit says. Legal experts 
say the suit has little chance of success. 
Virginia Attorney General Ken Cuccinelli, a 
Republican, left, also filed a legal chal- 
lenge to the bill Tuesday, (ap) 


So far, the nascent movement 
has almost reveled in its rebel- 
lious and grassroots nature and 
has avoided becoming part of 
established political order. But 
some Tea Party organizers see the 
health care debate as a galvaniz- 
ing force that could stir its follow- 
ers to greater action with midterm 
elections this year. 

In a conference call with Tea 
Party activists Monday night, 
Eric Odom of the Patriot Caucus 
mapped ambitious plans to set 
up state chapters, organize vot- 
ers online and raise money to oust 
incumbents who supported the 
health care overhaul. 


“There’s going to be a whole, all-out effort for an Election Day onslaught. 

The health care process has been an incendiary issue for the Tea Party 
organizations since Day One. Losing that vote is going to inflame them more.' 


The government “has declared 
war on our way of life,” Odom 
said. 

There were similar reactions 
elsewhere. 

“We will be more determined 
than ever to see that this country 
is governed the way the constitu- 
tion intended,” said Brenda Bowen, 
a Tea Party organizer in Green- 
ville, Ala. “We are all getting our 
second wind. When we do, you’d 
better watch out.” 

While Tea Party activists have 
made themselves heard. Univer- 
sity of North Florida political sci- 
ence professor Matthew Corrigan 
said the movement alone won’t be 
enough to oust incumbents. 

“Do they have energy? Yes. 
Have they been getting into the 
media? Yes, but they still haven’t 
sold me on the fact that they can 
swing elections,” Corrigan said.

Montgomery County 
OKs plan to make area 
walk-friendly village 


Rockville, Md. 

The Montgomery County Council 
on Tuesday unanimously approved 
an ambitious plan to transform a 
huge chunk of Rockville Pike near 
White Flint into a vibrant, grand 
boulevard lined with small villag- 
es where residents can live, shop, 
walk and play.

It is the 
first, and potentially densest, phase 
of a broader remake of the Pike, 
and will stretch from White Flint 
to Shady Grove, creating a string of 
residences, commercial buildings 
and retail that would be 20 times 
larger than Tysons Corner in North- 
ern Virginia.

Prosecutors recommended on Tues- 
day that Wizards star guard Gil- 
bert Arenas spend three months in 
jail for bringing guns into the Ver- 
izon Center locker room.

The group says it examined spend- 
ing in five states — Minnesota, Maryland, 
Colorado, New Mexico, and Oregon— and 
found bottled water spending ranged

Ovechkin downplays

Ask Alex Ovechkin about the 
mounting rivalry he shares with 
Sidney Crosby and immediately 
such hype is pinned as a creation 
of the media and fans.

think we both respect each other ... 
off the ice, but on the ice, we play for 
different teams and we play against 
each other. It’s hockey.” 

Though both downplay the Cros- 
by-versus- Ovechkin story line, the 
connection between the two is unde- 
niable at this point. They will forev- 
er be linked as rivals, whether it’s 
because of their proximity in age, 
their incredible skill level, their dif- 
fering nationalities or circumstanc- 
es that simply add fuel to hockey’s 
biggest draw.

Looking for the China of pagodas, 
farmers in rice paddies and Mao- 
suited masses pedaling bicycles 
through grim city streets? 

You won’t find such scenes here 
when Shanghai’s World Expo opens 
on May 1. 

What you will find: dozens of 
pavilions in all shapes, colors and 
sizes featuring a kaleidoscope of 
visions for the Expo’s theme: “Bet- 
ter City, Better Life.” And, of course, 
millions of visitors. 


Shanghai’s Expo is likely to be 
the largest World’s Fair ever, with 
about 70 million visitors expected 
to attend in the six months before 
it closes on Oct. 31. 

The huge international show- 
and-teU will showcase China’s status 
as a world industrial power, giving 
Shanghai, its biggest city, a chance 
to show off its stunning transforma- 
tion from crumbling factory town 
into modern global metropolis. 

Visitors to the Shanghai World 
Expo are unlikely to find here the 
kinds of brand-new technologies, 
such as television, that debuted at 
world’s fairs decades ago. 

But governments, groups and 
corporate sponsors, spread over 
2 square miles along both sides of 


the Huangpu River, will offer myriad 
ideas for sustainable urban living.

The $28 tickets for the May 1 
opening day are already sold out, 
but some vendors are selling them 
online for triple the $23 price for a 
non-peak day. 

The crowding, especially on 
peak days when up to 800,000 
are expected, may exceed any- 
thing most people have experi- 
enced. The largest yearly gathering 
of people in the world, the Islam- 
ic hajj pilgrimage to Mecca, draws 
only 3 million, versus the Expo’s 
expected 70 million total.

A Whiskey Rebel 

One writer distills 
his own moonshine 
with intoxicating, 
informative results 

Drinking 

Most people associate the concept 
of moonshine-making with corn- 
cob-smoking “Deliverance” types. 

But the tradition of distilling your 
own liquor — and the fight over its 
legality and taxation — is as Ameri- 
can as apple pie, or hard apple cider, 
at least. It can also be big, (albeit 
under-the-bar) business. Writer 
Max Watman took a gulp of both 
the history and the mechanics of 
DIY whiskey in his book, “Chas- 
ing the White Dog: An Amateur 
Outlaw’s Adventures in Moon- 
shine” ($25, Simon & Schuster). We 
caught up with him about hooch- 
making’s colorful past and how he 
(shhh, don’t tell the ABC) cooked 
up a few batches of his own. 

JENNIFER BARGER (EXPRESS) 

What made you interested in 
moonshine? 

I grew up in the Shenandoah Val- 
ley, where it was part of the cul- 
ture. But this was also spurred on 
by a news story from a few years 
back, where a giant still exploded 
in Philadelphia. It surprised me 
what a volume of moonshine there 
is. There’s a lot of money in it. 

Well, who is making illegal whis- 
key, and why? 

I think there’s always been a small 
sideline industry of people mak- 
ing corn whiskey or apple brandy. 

Their product is headed toward 
Christmas gifts and bluegrass 
festivals. And there are hobbyist 
crowds, who work in small vol- 
umes. They’re either Smoky Moun- 
tain traditionalists or farmer’s mar- 
ket, slow-food people. 

So, give me a crash course in 
making hooch. 

It’s simply taking a fermenting 


wash — for whiskey, it’s a mix of 
grain, water and yeast that’s been 
fermented — then separating the 
alcohol out of that by distilling it. 
Alcohol boils at 174 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and water boils at 212 degrees, 
so you have some room there. Then 
you repeat until you get the clean- 
est, purest alcohol. It’s about boil- 
ing off the nasties — paint thin- 
ner, nail polish.

Is it harder to make whiskey than 
to brew beer? 

No, it’s the same process. You just 
don’t add hops. It’s harder to get 
beer to taste good, because you 
drink everything in the wash. 

Any misconceptions about these 
home-distillers? 

People imagine that moonshine 
is the product of lazy hillbillies 
in dirty overalls with rusty guns.

But it turns out that moonshine 
is a multimillion-dollar network, 
with cell phones. 

Well, why is it illegal for me to 
make moonshine at home? I can 
make my own beer— why not 
bourbon? 

I think it’s because there’s a huge 
amount of money to be made, an 
opportunity for the government to 
tax. It was the first tax to be lev- 
ied on American citizens — look at 
the Whiskey Rebellion back in the 
I8th century. It’s a hard industry 
to control, though. 

In the book, you seem to be say- 
ing that small-scale, legal distill- 
eries are making a resurgence. 

I really think it is. After Prohibi- 
tion, there were about a dozen dis- 
tillers, and now we’re brushing up 
on 200. The four big distillers in 
America are being augmented by 
local guys. 

What’s your favorite way to enjoy 
whiskey? 

It’s different with moonshine. It’s 
usually drunk socially, out of ajar 
being passed around. But whiskey 
is more often an aesthetic experi- 
ence. There’s a lot more tasting. 

Can you put moonshine into a 
cocktail? 

It makes a great sour or Collins, 
particularly if you are talking about 
white whiskey.
